MEXICO CITY, Oct. 23.—President 


Huerta convoked the Diplomatic 


Corps at noon to-day, and informed 
them that under no condition would 
he be a candidate for the Presidency. 
He said that he understood that many 


of his friends intended to’ propose 


him and also to cast their votes in 
his favor, but he declared that these 
ballots would be null and void, and 
that he would not accept election 
under any conditions, not only be- 
cause the Constitution forbade this, 


but because of his promises to the 


people. 

He said he had accepted the Presi- 
dency only to establish the peace of 
the country, and his Government now 
awaited the results of the elections. 
He asked all the diplomats to com- 


municate this to their Governments, 


and further assured them that all the 
eondidates would receive all possible 
guarantees. ‘ 
He then spoke of the dissolution of 
Congress, saying that that body had 
been the centre of the rebellion; that 


more than fifty of tne Deputies were 


in league with the rebels, and that in- 

criminating documents had been found 

in the desks of many of them. 

No Credence Given to Statement. 
This statement by the President 

Was the sequel of a long conference 


with Sir Lionel Carden, the British 


Minister, yesterday, who, according 
to other diplomats, is taking a con- 
siderable share in the political situa- 
tion here, frequently advising Gen. 
Huerta. 

It is not believed here that to-day’s 


gtatement means the elimination of 


Huerta by any means, as it will be 
practically impossible for the elec- 
tions to be held in constitutional form 
er for their results to be recognized 
by the Constitutionalists.

RADIUM CURE FREE TO ALL. 


Dr. James Douglas of New York 
Heads Great Philanthropic Move. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 23,—The great- 
est radium deposits in the world, it was 
announced to-day at the American 
Mining Congress, have been bought by 
two philanthropists, and will be utilized 
to the benefit of humanity in the allevi- 
ation and cure of cancer. 

This announcement was made by Dr. 
Charles L. Parsons, chief of the Bureau 
of the Division of Mineral Technology of 
the United States Rureau of Mines. The 
philanthropists are Dr. James Douglas 
of New York City, one of the greatest 
authorities on copper, and Dr. Howard 
A. Kelly of Johas Hopkins Uni¥ersity. 
They furnished the money for the pur- 
chase of twenty-seven claims of mining 
land in Paradox Valley, Colorado—the 
greatest radium bearing ore deposit 
known to science. 

Furthermore, Dr. Parsons announced 
that the National Radium Institute had 
been incorporated to work the deposits 
on the claims. He said the entire un- 
dertaking was under the supervision of 
the Bureau of Mines, and that not .one 
cent’s worth of the radium would be for 
sale. He declared that every particle of 
the precious metal would be used in the 
cause of humanity. 

Dr. Parsons said thé Bureau of Mines 
had evolved an entirely new method of 
extracting radium which would reduce 
the cost of it materially.. He added that 
clinics for the treatment of cancer would 
be opened ‘in the Memorial Hospital, 
New York City, and in Dr. Kelly’s Hos- 
pital, in Baltimore. 

According to Dr. Parsons, all the nec- 
essary machinery has been ordered and 
the work will begin as soon as possible.

Compulsory Bank Subscriptions. 


While Mr. Vanderlip and the Senators 
who indicated approval of the new plan 
evidently leaned chiefly to an institu- 
tion that would be owned outright by 
the Government on a stock subscription, 


or by the general public in small indi- 
vidual subscriptions, Mr. Vanderlip 
thought public subscription might neces- 
sitate some ere subscription to 
the Federal Reserve ank’s stock by 
national banks. But this would be sim- 
ply in case individuals failed to sub- 
scribe the full capitalization of $10v,- 
000,000. In that case, unless the Gov- 
ernment decided to take the remaining 
stock, he would have the whole issue 
underwritten by the banks, with the 
understanding that they would be called 
upon to take only such stock as was 
not popularly subscribed. 

But as ownership of stock would carry 
no voting privileges and nothing more 
than the right to, receive dividends, the 
principle of Government control would 
not be affected whether the stock was 
taken up by individuals or by banks. 
The subsequent sale of stock by a bank 
to an individual or by an individual to 
a bank would be unrestricted, and the 
only limitation upon a bank’s acquisition 
of stock would be that in the first open- 
ing of subscription books reference 
would given to small individual sub- 
scribers so as to scatter the ownership 
as widely as possible, 

In more detail, the new plan Nelimi- 


nates the Cabinet members of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. The system would 
be organized by_a committee of five ap- 
pointed by the President, who would lo- 
cate not less than twelve branches in 
cities industrially and eographically 
distributed. When organized, the sys- 
tem would be under the control of seven 


Directors appointed by the President by 
and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, who would have fourteen-year 
terms so classified that one Director 
would retire every two years. These Di- 
rectors would appoint an Executive Com- 
mittee of seven for every branch of the 
bank with terms for seven years. The 
gold reserve behind the proposed notes 
is increased from 331-3 per cent. to 50 
per cent. 


Government Control Complete, 


The advocates of this plan insist that 
it embodies thé principle of Govern- 
ment control far more completely than 
does the Owen-Glass bill, and in this re- 
spect should appeal to Democrats of the 
Bryan type. Every shred of control by 
bankers is eliminated. Instead of the 


Directorates of the regional “reserve 
banks, which under trie Owen-Glass bil! 


would be dominated by the banks, are 
substituted Executive Committees of 
branches of the central institution ap- 
potatos by the central Board of Direc- 
ors. 

The Democratic platform of last year 
opposes the so-called Aldrich bill for 
the establishment of a central bank, 
but. the control of the system pro- 
posed to-day is so radically different 
from that provided in the Aldrich bill 
that the advocates of the new plan 
feel that there is no clash with the 
platform. 

“I have advocated a plan Hke that 
you have sketched,” said Senator Bris- 
tow to Mr. Vanderlip, ‘‘because I 
thought it would preserve better than 
any other system the independence of 
tne thousands of small banks of the 
country existing to-day.

The physicians gathered about the 
bedside of Isaac Levy, the elderly re- 
tired merchant who was poisoned last 
Sunday when he took bichloride of mer- 
cury in mistake for headache medicine, 
expect him to die quietly either to-day 
or to-morrow, Yesterday the symptoms | 
appeared which told them the end was 
fast approaching. 

Mr. Levy himself remains incredulous. 
He finds it impossible to believe that he } 
has been poisoned unto death, and re-/| 
peatedly assures the members of his 
family that he will be up and about 
before long. 

Late yesterday afternoon his family 


physician, Dr. Jacob Sarnoff, ruled that 
he must stay in bed. He had been en- 


:joying promenades in his bathrobe, and 


this curtailment of his freedom was irk- 
some. In fact, he announced flatly that 
he would not remain in bed, and, as a 
consequence, a nurse was stationed be- 
side him last evening to see that he 
obeyed orders. 

Although still appearing anything but 
a sick man to the lay visitor to his 
room in the Sunshine Sanitarium in Bay 
Ridge, Brooklyn, Mr. Levy himself 
recognized a little weakening and signs 
of fatigue last evening. He rete 
this to the stream of visitors he had 
had ‘all day, for his family is a large} 
one. Besides Mrs. Levy, he has twelve 
children living, and some of them have 
been with him constantly since he was 
removed to the sanitarium from his 
home at 8,835 Twenty-second Street, 


Brooklyn. 

One other thing has disturbed him, 
and that is the loss pf appetite. The } 
doc‘orgs have shut off all texcept liquid | 
food, such as barley water, and Mr. |} 
Levy said yesterday he wanted nothing 
but orange juice. The poison ‘has 2l- 
ready affected his kidneys, the most 


serious sign of its inevitable progress. 
At 11 o’clock last night the sanitarium 
authorities reported thhim resting com- 
fortably.

eral scale ever since. The present gift 
is the largest in the ‘nistory of the uni- 
versity, and.is said to be the largest 
amount éver given to a medical school 
in the world.

TOSSED HOURS IN NIAGARA. 


Man, Braving Death for Film Picture, 
is Barely Rescued from Boat.

NIAGARA FALLS, Oct. 23.—Peter 
Langard of Copenhagen was rescued at 
8 o’clock to-night from. the whirlpool, 
where he had drifted for four hours in 
a small motor boat. Vast crowds 
watched the rescue, as big searchlights 


were turned on the great river pocket, 
so that, his every movement was visible. 


Never was a more thrilling night spec- 
tacle enacted at Niagara. 

Langard started through the whirlpool 
rapids in his motor boat about 3 o’clock 
so that a moving picture film might 
be made of the voyage. ‘He was emu- 
lating the feat of Capt, Larsen, but he 


made a much better trip down the gorge. 


When he reached the pool his propeller 
got fouled with weeds, and this left him 
adrift at the will of the ctrrents, and 
the crowds expected every mpment to 
see the tiny boat start down the river 
to Lake Ontario. 

A few minutes before 8 o’clock Fred 
Preston of Niagara Falls, Ont.,. volun- 
teered to swim out with a life Hne at- 
tached to his waist. Langard@ by this 
time was exhausted, and lay still in the 
bottom of the boat. Preston reached the 
side of the boat, and eas afraid to 
climb into the craft, which then was 
half filled with water. Clinging to the 
side of the boat, he called out to the 
rescuers on shore to pull. The move- 
ment of the boat in the whirlpool made 
the task of putting pressure on the line 
at the right moment most difficult.

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Notifies Publishers and Book Deal- 
ers That He Will Prosecute 
‘Them if Novel Is Sold. 


It was learned yesterday that efforts 
have been made by Justus P. Sheffield to 
prevent the sale of a book entitled 
“The Golden Hollow,” written by his 
wife, Rena Carey Sheffield, which, 
he alleged, contained matter grossly 
libelous upon him, The book was pub- 
lished by the John Lane Company of 
116 West Thirty-second Street, and it 
was admitted there yesterday thal not 
only hed Mr. Sheffield tried to prevent 
the publication or the book by a warn- 
ing that .egal action might follow; but 
failing to influence the publishers, had 
written to booksellers throughout the 
city advising them of the legal conse- 
quences attendant upon taking any part 
in the circulation of the novel. 

Mr. Sheffield has succeeded in tying 
up the sale of the book in New York, 
but his wife has sold more than 200 
copies herself among her friends at 
Short Hills. N. J., where she lives. The 
matter has been put by the John Lane; 
Company in the hands of its counsel, 
John Delahunty of 32 Nassau Street, 
and it Was announced yesterday that 
legal steps would be taken soon to put 
the book on sale. 

Mr, Sheffield was formerly a lawyer 
in New York, with offices at 15 William 
Street. He igs a member of the Harvard 
Club and the Lambs Club and is a| 
descendant of John Sevier, one of the 
Governors of Tennessee. An action for 
absolute divorce on the grounds of de- 
sertion was begun last April by Mr. 
Sheffield in the Chancery Court of New 
Jersey. The papers are on file in the 
Chancery Clerk’s office at Trenton. 
Mrs, Sheffield 1s represented in the | 
action by Albert Mersfelder, a lawyer | 
of 786 Broad Street, Newark, and her 
answer charges her husband with ex- 
treme cruelty. Tne suit is still pend- 
ing. Mrs. Sheffield saia yesterday that 
as soon as she had established a resi- 
dence in New Jersey she would bring 
counter action. 

Although this is Mrs, Sheffield’s first 
novel, she has written many stories and 
poems for the magazines.

The first edition of ‘‘ The Goiden Hol- 
low” has been off the presses for some 
weeks, but because of letters written by 
Mr. Sheffield through his counsel, Au- 
gustine L. Humes, of the law firm of 
Bryne & Cutcheon, 24 Broad Street, 
threatening legal action, the proprietors 


of the book stores have declined to put 
the novel on sale. 

According to J. Jefferson Jones, Jr., 
manager of the John Lane Company, 
all the copies of the book sent to them 
have been returned by Brentano's, at 
Fifth Avenue and Twenty-seventh 
Street, and BE. P, Dutton & Co., at 68] 
Fifth Avenue, while Scribner's, at 597 
Fifth Avenue, have left the books in 
their storeroom unopened because of the 
letters received by them from the irate 
husband of the authoress. 

Besides the above firms, the Baker é& 
Taylor Company of 33 to 37 East Sev- 
enteenth Street, Union Square North, 
which is the largest firm of book job- 
bers in the city, has been warned not 
to take any part in the circulation of 
the novel by counsel for Mr, Sheffield. 
Here is part of the letter written to this 
firm by Mr. Humes: . 

At the request of my client, Mr.

On behalf of my client [ write to notify 
you that according to Information received 
by him from sources that he regards as 


trustworthy,

this book contains matter 
libelous upon him and that it was 
rejected for publication by Henry Holt 
& Co. for that reason. Therefore, the 
impropriety of its publication at any time 
is obvious, quite apart from the peculiarly 
bad taste involved in Its appearance at 
this time whfle Mrs. Sheffield is defendant 
in a pending suit brought by her husband 
for an absolute divorce. 

It may be that the facts have been with- 
held from you and fhat-you have thus far 
been acting in the matter in entire good 
faith. It is therefore the purpose of this 
letter to apprise you so that you may, as 
you doubtless will, ta#ke the honorable 
course and the only course open to a firm 
of your standing, namely, the immediate 
withdrawal of the book from publicatton. 


Mr. Sheffield desires me to inform you 
that if notwithstanding notice of these 
facts you publish this book, he wilt take

Murphy’s. Nemesis Started Early as 
a Political Crusader. 


Of medium stature and stocky build, 
with a thin patch of reddish hair and 
bristling mustache tinged with gray, 
John A. Hennessy, the graft investi- 
gator for ex-Gov. Suizer, whose dis- 
closures on the stump have shifted the 
betting odds of the municipal cam- 
paign, is best described perhaps by one 
of his friends as ‘‘a fighter from Fight- 
ville.”’ 

Born fifty-four years ago in the City 
of Waterford in Ireland, Mr. Hennessy 
was educated in the Union schools and 
at Maynooth College. He came to this 
eountry when a youth. His father, 
John C. Hennessy, who had been a 
journalist in Ireland, was city editor of 
THe New YorK Times from 1879 to 
1884, and in this period his son ob- 
tained his first newspaper experience 
on the staff of this newspaper. Later 
he was employed on the staff of The 
Mail and Express under Col. Shepard in 
1886. 

Mr. Hennessy early developed an in- 
terest in politics, and from the begin- 
ning showed himself to be possessed of 
independence and courage. He was a 
member of the small group of inde- 
pendent Brooklyn Democrats who led 
the fight against the tate Hugh Me- 
Laughlin and John Y. McKane, and his

activity brought about his nomination | 
for and election to the Assembly from 
the old Eighth and Third Wards of, 
Brooklyn, where McGarry and. Donovan | 
were Icaders and were fighting the W1i- | 
loughby Street machine. It was as a} 
member of the Assembly that Mr: Hen-} 
nessy met William Sulzer first, then a} 
representative cf the old Fourteenth | 
District in Manhattan in the lower | 
branch of the State Legislature. Mr. |

made himself felt. He opened war upon | 
the insurance companies in this State} 
twenty years before the Armstrong in-} 
vestigation, under Charles E. Hughes, 
was instituted.

Hennessy served three terms in the} 
branch of the Legislature. but 
was defeated by the McLaughlin ma- 
chine when he sought a nomination 
for State Senator. In 1893 he was: 
active in the organization of the} 
Gaynor movement in Brooklyn under | 
the late Edward M. Shepard, which! 
resulted in putting Mr. Gaynor upon | 
the Supreme Court Bench and in 
the conviction of John, Y. McKane, 
Democratic boss of wravesend and / 
Coney Island. From this time dated 
_ friendship with the late Mayor, | 
which lasted until Mr.. Gaynor’s death. 
_In 1901 Mr Hennessv became Night 
City Editor of The New York Press, 
and while thus employed he began the 
study of law at New York University. 
He completed his course, but never took 
the examinations for admission to the 
bar, having become managing editor of 
that newspaper in 1908. In 1910 after 
his inauguration, Mayor Gaynor offered 
Mr. Hennessy a Commissionership, but 
Mr. Hennessy declined it. He finally 
consented to serve as Chairman of the 
Commission which was appointed to in-| 
vestigate alleged extravagance in the 
administration of the City Record. <As| 
the result of the work of this Commis- | 
sien $700,000 a year was saved to the 
city in the publication of its official } 
organ and in the cost of city 
tisine. 

When Willlam Einstein, former owner 
and publisher of I'he P°:ss sold that 
paper to Frank A. Munsey on Sent. 15, 
1912, Mr. Hennessy continued to act as 
Inanaging editor unt after election. 
The change of ownership had brought 
avout a change in the editoria! policv} 
of the pap. *, whieh was condyuced by 
Mr. Munsey as a Progressive organ.

Brady’s Check for $25,000. 


William Sulzer found last night that 
there was a wide difference between 
his popularity in Forty-second Street 
and his popularity in the Sixth As- 
sembly District. In the Eltinge The- 
atre, on West Forty-second Street, 
the ex-Governor and Progressive can- 
didate for the Assembly from the 
Sixth District, received a demonstra- 
tion that came very largely from em- 
ployes of the theatre and outsiders com- 
mandeered by the management. A few 
minutes later a crowd of 10,000 people 
in front of Burger’s café at 20 Avenue 
C were thrown into a frenzy of enthu- 
silasm by his appearance and cheered 
for ten minutes before they would per- 
mit him to say a word. . 

At the performance of ‘‘ Within the 
Law,’ where Mr. and Mrs. Sulzer were 
the guests of Max Steindler, Chairman 
of the Progressive Committee of the 
Sixth District, in a box party, there 
Was a made-to-order clamor for a 
speech from the Governor. Not very 
many who paid for their seats were 
among the applauders, and there was 
more than a negligible volume of hiss- 
ing. The only genuine outburst of ap- 

lause followed Mr. Sulzer’s attack on 
Murphy. 

But things were different in what Mr. 
Sulzer called the ‘‘Govd old Sixth As- 
sembly District.’’ The reception that 
he got there caused Mr. Sulzer to say: 

““It is my experience with.the east 
side that causes me to place confidence 
in the great heart of humanity.”’ 

Later the crowd gave a roar of ap- 

rovai when Mr. Sulzer said that, if he

Welcome of His Campaign. 


7,000 AT SIX MEETINGS 


Questions McCall ‘‘Economy”—For 
Transportation Complaint Bureau 
—Speaks in Public Schools. 


Using the assembly rooms of New 
York public schools as forums, John 
Purroy Mitchel, Fusion candidate for 
Mayor, last night continued his on- 
slaught on Charles F. Murphy and the 


Tammany control of the city. The can- 
didate spoke with confidence and fre- 
quently asserted that it was a foregone 
conclusion that Tammany had _ been 
routed and that he would be elected 
Mayor. 

More enthusiasm was evinced for 
Mitchel during the trip than has been 
shown on any that had preceded it. 
He began with a crowded house at 550 
West 113th Street, where the Claremont 
Progressive Club received him, and 
ended at the Daily Ad Men’s Club din- 
ner in the Martinique Hotel. In all he 
spoke at six places. Among them were 
Public Schools 66, on HEighty-eighth 
Street, near First Avenue, and 41, 
in Greenwich Avenue, opposite Charles 
Street. At both of these meetings Mr. 
Mitchel said: 

‘“*T am glad to see that at last the 
people have come to utilize the school 
houses for social purposes as well as 
for the education of the children. That 
is just an instance of the kind of econ- 
omy we are proposing to the people of 
New York. Let the schools be used to 
their capacity for such purposes so long 
as these purposes do not interfere with 
the original function of the school—the 
education of the child.’’ 

During the night Mr. Mitchel spoke to 
more than 7,000 persons. At every ref- 
erence to what he would do when elected 
Mayor a_ responsive crowd shouted 
“You bet’’ and ‘ You’ll be elected.” 

A big crowd greeted him at Terrace 
Garden, at Fifty-eighth Street and 
Third Avenue, and cheered him to tue 
echo when he assailed the conduct of 
Edward E. McCall as Chairman of the 
Public Service Commission. At this 
meeting also Mr. Mitchei demanded that 
McCall answer his question: 

‘““Where do you stand—for or against 
Murphy?” 

Mr. Mitchel scoffed at Mr. McCall’s 
issue of ‘‘ economy.”’ He asked for 
some illustration of this virtue from the 
past of his opponent. 

‘*Has he done a single thing to de- 
crease the cost of the commission to the 
taxpayers of the city?’ asked Mr. 
Mitchel. ‘‘If Tammany and Judge Mc- 
Call believe in economy, where is the 
ao of anything done in that direc- 

on? 

‘Chairman McCall has so conducted 
the Public Service Commission as to 
deserve the earnest support of President 
Whitridge of the Third Avenue Railroad 
Company, but what has he done to de- 
serve the support of citizens who have 
to ride on street railway and elevated 
lines, particularly in the outlying bor- 
oughs? 

‘**Does he consider the existing ser- 
vice and facilities on the lines of the 
New York & Queens County Railroad 
Company adequate and proper? 

“ Does he think the people of Ridge- 
wood and Cypress Hills and East New 
York get the service they should? 

‘Does he think the Subway service 
is what it snould be? 

“Why has not Mr. McCall's Public 
Service Commission done anything 
about it? Why does not Judge McCall 
do something about it, and do it now? 

“Tf he will not use for the public in- 
terest the powers he has, why give him 
more? 

‘““When I am Mayor, I shall consider 
it one of my foremost duties to get a 
proper bureau of transportation com- 
plaints established, in connection with 
the office of the Corporation Counsel, 
immediate and continu- 
ous personal supervision, as a means of 
seeing to it that the complaints of citi- 
zens as to service on transportation 
lines receive adequate attention.”

MITCHEL PLANS REFORMS. 


Wholesale Markets, He Hopes, Will 
Reduce Living Cost. 


John Purroy Mitchel, at a dinner of 
the Daily Ad Men’s Club at the Hotel 
Martinique last night, said that if he was 
elected Mayor he would put a stop to 
Tammany extravagance. 

“We are going in for the protection 
of the public health,” said Mr. Mitéhel. 
‘* We are going to introduce those meth- 
ods that make private enterprises suc- 
cessful, without which private business 
goes into the hands of the receiver. I 
think we can cut the city’s expenses 
enough to keep the budget from increas- 
ing during the next four vears. If we 
do that, it will be something that no 
other administration in this city ever 
has done. : 

“We have got to establish wholesale 
terminal markets, and this will mean 
at least an attack on the high cost of 
living. We have got to provide better 
police and fire proection. We have got 
to build schools in which there will be 
room for every child. We are going to 
tackle these problems and we are going 
to solve them.”

Gradually and over such period as the 
Federal Keserve Board may decide upon,

; bonds the Federal reserve bank shall re- 


ceive from the Government of the United 
States in exchange for the 2 per cent. 
bonds an equal amount of one-year ex- 
chequer notes, bearing 3 per cent. inter- 
est. The Federal reserve bank shall 
give an undertaking to the United States 
Government that it will renew sueh one- 
year exchequer notes each year at ma- 
turity for twenty years. These notes 
will be made to mature at various peri- 
ods during a calendar year. So long 
as these notes are outstanding, the Fed- 
eral reserve bank shall pay to the 
United States out of its earnings, and 


| before any dividends are paid upon the 


stock, tax of 1% per cent. on an 
amount of circulating notes equal td 
the amount of exchequer notes outstand-

The bill should provide for a national 
Clearing House. 

The charter rights of national banks 
should be so enlarged as to permit banks 
to have branches within the city in 
they are located, to establish 
branches abroad, and to exercise general 
trust company functions to be defined 
by the act. 

National banks shall have the right to 
accept drafts of a character to be de- 
fined up to an amount equal to one-half 
of their capital. 

State banks and trust companies may 
be admitted to membership by conform- 
ing to the same capital, reserve and in- 
requirements that national 
banks are obliged to meet in similar 
localities. The Federal Reserve 
shall have power to examine any mem-=

The circulating notes of the Federal 
Reserve Bank shall be a first lien on all 
the assets of the bank. 

The Federal Reserve Bank shall have 
a first lien upon the assets of member 
banks for any indebtedness due from 
them. 

As far as feasible the Federal Reserve 
Bank shall be exempt from the payment 
of all Federal and State taxes except 
taxes upon real estate. As far as 
feasible the stock of the Federal Reserve 
Bank and the dividends thereon shall 
likewise be free from all Federal and 
State taxes.

that the domestic affairs of Mexico 
a be settled by the Mexicans them-

He referred to the President of the 
United States in terms of the greatest 
respect and expressed unbounded ad- 
rmiration for the people and institutions 
of the United States.

Mrs. Rand’s counsel said his client 
had no interest in the matter beyond

| Irish workers. 


Mrs. Montefiore, in giving evidence 
in Mrs. Rand’s behalf, said the de- 
fendant was a woman of the highest 
respectability, and, although young, 
had taken a deep interest in the wel- 
fare of the working classes.

; Was discovered as similar to some she 


had made for Vera Tcheberiak. She 
also confirmed the statement made by 
her sister Catherine, that she had stayed 
in Vera Tcheberiak’s flat, which the 
Tcheberiak woman denied when she was 
confronted with Catherine Diakonoff 
yesterday. 

Vera Tcheberiak flatly denied that 
Xenia Diakonoff had made any pillow- 
cases for her, declaring that she pos- 
sessed no pillow-cases. A former serv- 
ant, Gaevsky, who also acted as jani- 
tor at the Tcheberiak house, supported 
the statement. Xenia, however, adhered 
to her testimony, adding that she had 
made pillow-cases for Easter at Vera’s 
flat. 

The strain of the trial is telling on 


Beiliss. At the afternoon session, al- 
though nothing in the way of evidence 
was being given to cause him alarm, he 
suddenly broke down, buried his head 
in his hands, and sobbed aloud. The 
sitting was suspended to allow him to 
recover his composure, :

ART IMPOSTURES

National Gallery’s Paul Potter a 


Copy, He Says—Picture Deal- 
ers Inclined to Scoff.

LONDON, Oct. 23.—Great interest 
has been aroused in art circles by the 
discoveries of Dr. A. P. Laurie, the 
Principal of Heriot-Watt College, 
Bdinburgh, and Professor of Chem- 
istry of the Royal Academy of Arts, 
London, who has just announced the 
results of the investigations, by micro- 
photography, which hé has made into 
the genuineness of old masters. 

He used a camera designed by him- 
self to photograph portions of pictures 
in the National Gallery in London, the 
National Gallery of Scotland, and at 
Amsterdam and The Hague. He 
found that microscopic photographs, 
greatly enlarged, revealed character 


lin the brushwork in just the same 


way as a magnified photograph of a 
signature on a check showed charac- 
teristics of which even the writer 
was unaware. So, by comparison be- 
tween the magnified portions of an 
authentic picture and a doubtful one 
he was able to establish the identity 
of the latter with certainty. 

He has already proved a so-called 
Teniers and Wouvermann in private 
collections to be fakes, and has found 
a picture in the National Gallery here, 
labeled “The Old Gray Hunter, ‘by 
Paul Potter,” which ‘is really by two 


| artists, the one who painted in the

Laurie’s method is as clear to the 
average understanding as the sys-

SAYS. MILITANCY IS DYING. 


Lloyd George Declares it Has Much} 
Damaged the Suffrage Cause.

LONDON, Oct. 23.—Chancellor of | 
the Exchequer Lloyd George to-day | 
received a deputation from the Na- 
tional Union of Women’s Suffrage So- 
cieties. 

He said he personally was more a 
woman suffragist than ever, but it 
was a fact that, in a Parliamentary | 
sense, the movement had gone back, 
and it was certain that in a move- 
ment like that for female outils! 
Parliament represented the temporary 
mood of the nation. Militancy, sald 
Mr. Lloyd George, had converted in- 
difference into hostility. He added: 

“The militants have created the 
worst situation I have ever seen for 
suffrage in Parliament. I am glad to 
see the spirit of militancy withering. 
It is the best thing we have seen for 
the movement. It is no good burning 
pavilions, churches, and railway sid- 
ings and menacing the lives of poor 
workmen,” 

The Chancellor continued that the| 
suffragists ought to do something 
dramatic that would attract attention 
without being repellent. He advo- 
cated a national pilgrimage like that 
organized by the National Union of 
Women’s Societies months ago. He} 
said he believed a real measure of! 
suffrage would be carried in a short | 
time, but not by this Parliament, | 
which had been antagonized. 

The Bishop of Winchester, in 4 
letter to The Times, makes an “ ap- 
peal to men and women of good will 
in the present position of the wo- 
men’s question.” He expresses the 
view that the religious world is in a 
condition of opinion favorable to 
frank, sympathetic treatment of 
practical proposals for the betterment 
of woman’s position, and that this is 
equally true of the political parties. 

The Bishop, after referring to the 
womens movement as a first-rate 
political question, for solution out- 
side the controversies of the political 
parties, appeals to the militants for 
“@ truce of God.” While not dis- 
guising his opinion that they are do- 
ing wrong, he admits that it is wrong 
which has in it large elements of | 
chivalry, and that beneath it are} 
strong roots of conviction and pur- | 
pose. He points out that, if wo-| 
men’s suffrage were driven through 
otherwise than by the conquest of 
opinion, its benefits must be largely 
impaired, and the dangers of a re- | 
action enormously increased.

WAR ON PLAGUE RATS. 


Seattle Making Hard Fight to Pre- 
vent Bubonic Spread. 
SEATTLE, Oct. 23.—Dr. James E. 
Crichton, the local health officer, sald 
to-day that there were many bubonic 


plague rats tn Seattle and that the sit- 
uation was serious, but that the Health 
Department hoped to prevent an out- 
break of the disease. ‘ 

“Not for six years,’’ he said, “has 
there beén a case of bubonic plague in 
a human being in Seattle. In those six 
years we have found twenty-four plague 
rats. A considerable number were taken 
during the plague outbreak six years 
ago, and recently seven were killed in 


a section of the water front which has 
isolated. Thousands of 


dollars are being expended under the 
orders of the Health Department in 
tearing down condemned wooden build- 
ings, constructing cement basements, 
and otherwise making the water front 
ratproof. The infected district {s two 
blocks long and one block wide and 
fronts'on the bay. We are trying to 
make it impossible for rats to lodge or 
breed on the water front.’

IN DAWSON MINE 


23 Injured Workers and a Mule 
Rescued Alive and 38 Bod- 


ies Recovered So Far. 


FIRE MENACES BURIED MEN 


Explosion Stopped Fans and It Is 
Feared Gases Penetrated Every- 


where—New Yorker Among Dead. 


DAWSON, N.M., Oct. 23.—Two hund red 
and twenty-three miners are believed 
to be dead to-night beneath tons of 
fallen earth, timber, coal, and ricks in 

f 
the cuts and rooms of Mine No. 2 of the 
Stag Canyon Fuel Company here. Hun- 
dreds of miners, working in shifts of 
fifteen each, are slowly forcing their 
way through the rooms and_ entries, 
fighting against dangers of gas and a 
fire which started in an adjoining mine 
and which threatens to reach the space 


in which the entombed men were 


trapped. 

Late to-night twenty-three men and a 
mule had been rescued alie, and thirty- 
eight bodies had been recovered. The 
rescued men were picked up along the 
levels one or two at a time. All 
were more or less injured, and some 
had been frightfully mangled by the 
explosion. Nearly all were sick from 
the poisonous gases they had inhaled. 

Harrowing scenes were witnessed at 
the rescue camps and around the mouth 
of the tunnel as the men were brought 
out. The injured were made as com- 
fortable as possibre, and those least 
seriously hurt were removed to their 
homes. Long lines of coffins awaited 
the dead. Among the latter three 
Americans were identified as Arthur 
English, Walter Johnson. and Henry P. 
McShane. The latter was a son of Mrs. 
E. P. McShane of New York City, widow 
of a former heavy stockholder in the 
mine. He was 19 years old and had 
come to the property, in which his 


father’s estate still held an interest, in

The presiding officer of the conven- 
tion will be Mrs. Lillian L. M. Stevens 
of Portland, Me., Vice President of the 
World’s W. C. T. U. and President of 
the National W. Cc. T. U. *

the Honorary Secretaries, Miss Agnes 
Slack of Devonshire, England, and Miss 
Anna A. Gordon, Evanston, Ill., and the 
Treasurer, Mrs. Mary FE. Sanderson of 
Canada.

WILSON SENDS FIRST VETO. 


Disapproves Resolution Reinstating 
Cadet at West Point. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—President 
Wilson sent his first veto to Congress 
to-day. He disapproved a joint resolu- 
tion to reinstate Adolph Unger of Mans- 
field, Ohio, as a cadet at West Point. 
Unger, appointed by Representative 
Sharp, failed in examinations after a 
strenuous effort to succeed and his 
friends sought another chance for him. 

‘‘T regret to do this, but I deem it my 
duty,’? wrote the President. ‘‘I have 
the greatest ayenpetny and_ admiration 
for young men like Mr. Unger, who 
seek, in spite of difficulties, to show 
their mettie; but I am convinced, upon 
careful inquiry, that he cannot, with 
his present preparation, advantageously 
continue his course at the West Point 
Military Academy, and that his rein- 
statement would, in the circumstances, 
be subversive of the proper discipline 
of the academy.”

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URGES WORLD-WIDE 
RULE IN PHILIPPINES 


International Council Our Best 
Way Out, A. S. Lanier Tells 
Mohonk Delegates. 


SUGGESTED IT TO WILSON 


Ex-Insular Officlal Insists Problem 
Threatens to Embroil Us 
with Japan. 


MOHONK LAKE, N. Y., Oct. 23.— 
Control of the Philippines by an inter- 
national council was proposed to-day at 
the Lake Mohonk Conference of Friends 
of the Indians and Other Dependent 
Peoples. The suggestion came from A. 
S. Lanier of Richmond, Va., Assistant 
Solicitor of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, who served in the 
Philippines for several years as Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Bureau of Justice. 

Mr. Lanier said he had submitted his 
plan to President Wilson. He offered it 
as a solution of a problem which he con- 
sidered not only perplexing, but menac- 
ing, and the one of all others most like- 
ly to embroil this country with Japan. 

The plan provides for a council com- 
posed of members selected by the United 
States, England, France, Germany, Rus- 
sia, and Japan, and possibly other na- 
tions. This body would select a chief 
executive. It would be the upper legis- 
lative house of the islands, with a lower 
house composed entirely of natives. Its 
creation, Mr. Lanier said, would do 
away with the necessity of keeping 
troops in the Philippines. Any ques- 
tions upon which the members of the 
council could not agree would be sub- 
mitted to the Hague Tribunal. Eventu- 
ally, Mr. Lanier said, the Filipino would 
be able to govern his own country, and 
when this time arrived the international 
council could be abolished. 

The session of the conference to-day 


was devoted to the Philippines. The dis- 
cussions acquired a timely interest from 
the recent changes in Philippine policy 
brought about by the Wilson Adminis- 
tration. Many of the delegates seemed 
to object to the change by which the na- 
tives gained a majority on the Philip- 
pine Commission. The supporters of 
this plan pointed out, however, that it 
was only tentative, and that the law ex- 
pressly sets, forth that if a trial proved 


unsuccessful the plan could be aban- 
doned. 

Missionary and _ educational work 
among the Moros and pagan tribes was 
treated by the Right Rev. Samuel Fal- 
lows, Protestant Episcopal Bishop of 
Chicago, who spent some time in the isl- 
ands early this year. Dr. Paul Monroe 
of the Teachers College, New York, 
discussed the Philippine school system. 
Other speakers included Martin Egan, 
formerly editor of The Manila Times; 
Dr. Victor S. Clark of the Carnegie In- 
stitute, Washington; Prof. Albert E. 
Jenks of the University of Minnesota, 
formerly chief of the Philippine Ethno- 
logical Service; Joseph R. McLaughlin 
of Seattle, the Rev. James B. Rodgers, 
senior missionary of the Presbyterian 
Board in Manila, and Judge Arthur F. 
Odlin, formerly of the Court of First In- 
stance of the Islands. Judge Oldin op- 
posed the idea of Filipino independence, 
and said he hoped no steps would be 
taken in that direction in twenty-five 
years. 


SEAMEN’S BILL PASSES. 


Father of the Legislation, Furuseth, 
Eulogized in Senate Debate. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The La Fol- 
lette substitute for the Seaman’s Servi- 
tude bill, amended so that it will not 
affect the treaty relations of the United 
States until the President has had an 
opportunity to readjust them, passed the 
Senate without a roll call to-day at the 
end of a debate that was largely a 
eulogy of Andrew Furuseth, President of 
the Seamen’s Union, who was lauded as 
the man chiefly responsible for the pas- 
sage of the bill. Mr. Furuseth, who had 
sat in a Senate gahery throughout the 
debate, was declared by Senator La Fol- 
lette and Senator Williams to have 
worked in Washington for many years 
‘“‘at a seaman’s pay’’ to get legisla- 
tion through Congress improving the 
working conditions of his fellow-sailors. 

The bill requires improved working 
quarters and conditions on ships, in- 
creases the requirements for safety ap- 
pliances and efficiency of sailors, re- 
leases sailors from some of the present 
stringent regulations that comvel them 


to remain with ships when in foreign 
ports, and directs the abrogation of any 
treaties that prohibit the enforcement of 
the provisions against foreign ships com- 
ing to American ports. 


Names New Dahlia for Burleson. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—A new vari- 
ety of dahlia was named the Burleson 
to-day for the Postmaster General. W. 


H. Harvey, a clerk in the Post Office at 
Baitimore, produced the new bloom. 
*‘And it’s a corker,’’ he said proudly. 
‘“‘TIt’s worthy of the distinguished name 
it bears.’’

SIOUX CITY, Iowa., Oct. 23.-—-The 
first real baseball weather that the 
world’s tourists have cncountered since 
we opened at Cincinnati last Saturday 
favored us to-day in the fifth game, and 
the boys went into the game with a vim 
that was lacking in the previous con- 
tests.

There has just been 
illustrated up in New 
Rochelle what is un-

“ rraft’’ about which we hear so much. 
For reasons in themselves curious and

and to replace the old Health Board of 
three members with a new one of six. 
There was some hope, though of course 
little expectation, that he would utilize 
this opportunity for showing that he, 
too, like so many other people nowadays, 
had come to realize that public sanita- 
tion is work demanding scientific knowl- 
edge and training of a highly specialized 
kind, and that to intrust it to men not 
thus qualified is about as sensible as 
it would be to employ as orchestra lead- 
er or portrait painter somebody com- 
pletely ignorant of music or art. 

What the Mayor did was to reappoint 
two members of the old board, neither of 


them with even the glimmering of com- 
petency as sanitarians, and to add to 
them four other men, all equally des- 
titute of it!

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CHURCH WILL JOIN 
HANDS IN MISSIONS 


Episcopal Convention Authorizes 


Co-operation with Boards of 
Other Christian Communions. 


CALLED STEP TOWARD UNITY 


Progressive Element of the Deputies 
After Vigorous Debate Carry 
Plan by Acclamation. 


The House of Deputies of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal General Convention, in 
session in the new Synod Hall at the 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine, late 
yesterday afternoon adopted a resolu- 
tion authorizing the General Board of 
Missions to co-operate with other Chris- 
tian Boards of Missions in this country 
and elsewhere. This resolution was op- 
posed warmly by some of the Deputies, 
who have complained about *“* too much 
progressivism."" One member of the 
House of Deputies said that the resolu- 
tion was ** desperately dangerous or 
desperately foolish."” Another Deputy, 
who advocated co-operation among 
Christian communions, endeavored to 
convince the opposition that it was a 
‘“poor, simple, innocent little measure.” 

Many Deputies at the morning ses- 
sion opposed a resolution to send a dele- 
gation to the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America, This 
resolution was adopted by an over- 
whelming vote. 

The original resolution was submitted 
to the House of Deputies just before the 
session adjourned on Wednesday after- 
noon by the Rev. Dr. W. A. R. Goodwin 
of Rochester. It was opposed immedi- 
ately by the Rev. Dr. B. Talbot Rogers 
of the Diocese of Fond du Lac, who 
succeeded in having the matter carried 
over until yesterday. Secing that a 
strong opposition might develop, Dr. 
Goodwin was prepared to amend the 
resolution as soon as it was placed be- 
fore the house. The amended resolution 
read:

The effect of the resolution could not 
be foreseen by the Rev. Thomas W. 
Nickerson of Western Massachusetts. 
The Rey. Dr. Irving Peake Johnson of 
Minnesota confessed that he could not 


foresee the effect of the measure be- 


cause it had been reported in such a 
** kaleidoscopic form.”” He asserted that 
the resolution seemed to him either to be 
** desperately dangerous or desperate- 
ly foolish.’ If it contemplated Chris- 
tian unity, Dr. Johnson said that he 
could not participate without feeling that 
he had ‘‘ violated his priestly vows.’ 
He could not serve as a member of such 
a board, 

Burton Mansfield, lay deputy from 
Connecticut, in debating the resolution, 
said: ‘** T don’t know that this question 
is before us now because the Board of 
Missions has asked for it, but there 
never can be any such thing as Chris- 
tian unity until all Christians are 
brought together, Roman Catholic or 
Greek, Methodist, or Baptist or Protes- 
tant Episcopal. But in spite of that I do 
not see where is the sting in this propo- 
sition. It is simply a declaration that 
the Board of Missious has authority. 
It does not increase that authority.”’ 

“T have heard with amazement and 
astonishment, and I might say with 
shame, some of the things mentioned 
on the floor of this house to-day,” said 
Dr. Roland Cotton Smith of Washins- 
ton. ‘“‘I think it is a shame that we 
even have. to speak of some of the 
things we do speak of. There are cer- 
tain fundamental things in the Church 
that we ought not to have to speak of. 

*“* Now, this poor, simple, innocent lit- 
tle plan bas come to us in the shape 
of a resolution. And. inasmuch as it 
has come before us, woe be unto us if 
we kill it. It is a great movement out 
of ececlesiasticism into Christianity.” 

When the resolution was put to a vote 
it was adopted by acclamation. 

One of the last matters to be consid— 
ered yesterday by the House of Depu- 
ties was a resolution. presented by Fred- 
eric C. Morehouse of Milwaukee, asking 
the convention to authorize a special 
table of days for commemoration by 
the Episcopal Church. Mr. Morehouse 
believed that St. Patrick’s Day should 
be marked in the calendar of the Prayer 
Book. He said he would like to sev 
the Protestant Episcopal Church include 
among its saints John Wesley, George 
| Washington, Samuel Seabury, and other 
great men. The resolution was referred 
to the Joint Commission on the Revision 
and Enrichment of the Praver Book. 

A resolution introduced yesterday ask- 
ing that the House of Deputies affirm 
its stand against child labor was op- 
posed by Everett P. Wheeler of New 
York, because, he said, in some States 
legislation on that subject had been 
carried to extremes. The “ total aboli- 
tion of child labor,’’ he believed would 
he unwise. Mr. Wheeler condemned 
the ‘‘exploitation of children in fae- 
tories,’’ and offered an amendment to 
the resolution opposing the ‘‘ employ- 
ment of children at labor beyond their 
age or their strength, or at such labor 
as deprived them of their rightful edu- 
cation.”” The amended resolution was 
reterred to the Committee on Social 
Service. 

The House of Deputies after the rez- 
ular session helc a special secret ses- 
sion, during which it expressed its an- 
noyance because the newspapers had 
learned the names of those elected 
Bishops before the House knew who 
had been chosen. The election of Mis- 
sionary Bishops by the House of Bish- 
ops is, in theory, secret. After the 
House of Bishops has nominated men 
for the Episcopate nobody except the 
Bishops is supposed to know who has 
been chosen until formal announcement 
is made to the House of Deputies. 

The Bishops on Monday proceeded to 
the election of five Missionary Bishops. 
The election was over by 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon. Members of the House 
of Deputies tried in vain. to ascertain 
who had been elected. 

When the delegates read the newspa- 
pers the next morning they were as- 
tonished to see the names of the Bish- 
ops-elect. Then one of the Bishops- 
elect declined the office. and the re- 
porters knew it before the deputies. 

When the Rev. Dr. Tyler was elected 
on Wednesday night the reporters also 
learned about it before the deputies. 

A secret session of the Deputies was 
held yesterday afternoon to confirm the 
election of Dr. Tyler. After the con- 
firmation the Deputies stationed men at 
all the doors to guard against intrusion 
and vented its feelings about the “‘ leak ’”* 
in the House of Bishops. The Deputies 
prepared a message to the Bishops tn 
which they made a strong protest. After 
the wording of this message had been 
agreed upon the secret session of the 
House of Deputies was adjourned. 

The Rev. Dr. Milo M. Gates, vicar of 
the Chapel of the Intercession, who was 
elected Bishop of the Missionary Dio- 
cese of Cuba, declined to accept the 
office in a letter received by the House 
of Bishops yester try, *

Tariff Will Admit New Goods. 

F. ‘B. Shipley, who has just returned 
from a business trip abroad, said yes- 
terday that the new Tariff law would 
admit many staple foreign cloths, sueh 
as sheetings, lawns, nainsooks, ba- 


tistes, and shirtings, that had never 
come to this market before. These 
oods, he said, would compete with sim- 
ilar domestic products at substantially 
the samie, and often lower, prices. ‘* By 
way of illustration,” he said, ‘‘a do- 
mestic substitute which closely resem- 
bles a linen suiting, and which retails 
at .9 cents a yard, could be duplicated 
abroad to sell at the same price. The 
quality and finish of the foreign fabrics 
would be better than the American. lL 
expect to see practically all grades of 
foreign dress ginghams prought over im- 
mediately, English mills are auite busy, 
and prices are still abnormally high. 
The backbone of the boom over there 
has been broken, however, and the 
manufacturers are now looking for out- 
side business. The mills on the Con- 
tinent are not so busy. Manufacturers 
are not particularly anxious to take 
business because of the abnormally high 
price of cotton. On novelty goods nearly 
all of the mille are booked to capacity, 
and the prices asked for these goods are 
extremely high. There is some fear 
abroad that our tariff reductions will 
cause American manufacturers to give 
closer attention to the more. staple 
classes of goods, and that ultimately 
there will be more American competl- 
tion in neutral markets.”’

Favor Federal Wage Board. 
Interest is shown in the bill intro- 
duced recently by Senator Lewis of Il- 
linois, which provides for the establish- 
ment of a National Wage Commission. 
According to the Lewis plan, this com- 


mission would contain one member for 
each Congressional district. Appoint- 
ments to it would be made by the Presi- 
dent'and confirmed by the Senate. It 
would have more than 400 members, 
would be divided into twelve circuits and 
would have authorityto adjust claims by 
employes for higher wages and to fix a 
minimum wage. Appeals from the rul- 
ings of this commission would be allowed 
to State or Federal courts. Retaliatory 
measures by employers against employes 
who appeal to the commission are pro- 
hibited by the bill and a penalty de- 
scribed therefor. The bill is looked on 
here as fair to those it concerns. It is 
thought that it would go a long way in 
equalizing competition between manu- 
facturers whose plants are located in 


- different States, in which there is now 


a wide variance in labor costs. Its 
value as an arbitrator in wage disputes 
which frequently mean strikes and gen- 
eral loss is also well thought of. The 
only real objection voiced here to the 
plan is that the authority of the com- 
mission might be used for political pur- 
poses by appeals to the working classes 
when campaign issues were at slake.

Feather Dealers Cheering Up. 

The announcement made recently by 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Hamilin in a letter to the Collector of 
the Port of New Orleans that aigrettes 
and other prohibited millinery garni- 
tures.might under no circumstances be 
brought into this country, was pleasing 
news to many of the local feather deal- 
ers. The dealers are now forced to 
rely on public sentiment, as voiced by 
the women of the country, for a revision 
of the provision in question. They be- 
lieve, however, that the methods adopt- 
ed by the Treasury Department in en- 
forcing the provision will soon lead to 
a voicing of this sentiment. Since the 
passage of the tariff law women have 
been allowed to bring in the forbidden 
plumage on asserting that it had been 
bought in this country, but the latest 
announcement of the department will 
do away with that privilege. And it 
will, in trade opinion, help the ‘‘ cause” 
by annoying women of wealth and in- 
fluence in the customs examinations 
that follow trips abroad.

Not Improved Business Ethics. 

A few days ago a local retail store 
advertised $3 traveling bags for $3.25. 
This fact appeared so impressive to a 
certain New Yorker that he wrote a 
letter to the editor of this column point- 
ing out that a new movement was ap- 
parently under way to encourage 
“trading up.” In part, he said: “I 
have found evidence of a new adver- 
tising policy in one of the New York 
stores, the idea being to give more ac- 
curacty.1n publicity than has ever before 
been known. It is the creation of a 
new ethical standard in business. * * * 
It may have the effect of merchants 
marking up prices, too, for I have pre- 
dicted that under the new tariff the 
demand for merchandise would be so 
sreat that there would not be enough 
to supply it. his advertisement con- 
vinces me that I am right.” But he 
wasn’t... Inquiry developed yesterday 
that the ‘creation of a new ethical 
standard in business” was only a typo-

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TO FIND YARN CONTENT. 


R. K. MacLea Has Evolved a Simple 
Table for That Purpose. 


R. K. Maclea, who has been promi- 
nent in the discussion of matters per- 
taining to Schedule f. of the new tariff 
law, has worked out an easy method 
of finding the average numbers of the 
yarns used in the manufacture of vari- 
ous cotton cloths, the basis on which 
the new duties are charged. It follows: 
Make a square die 4.1569 inches on 2a 
side, to contain 17.28 square inches. 
Cut the goods to the above size. Weigh 
in grains on a scale that will show to 
1-100 of a grain. Divide the actual 
weight thus obtained by 4. Then divide 
the total number of single threads per 
square inch (after separating ply yarns 
into singles) by the fourth of actual 
weight first cbtained. The answer is 
the ‘‘average yarn ’”’ for duty purposes. 
This method is based on the accepted 
English weight standard of 840 yards 
to the pound for No. 1 yarn. 

Mr. MacLea, however, is not in sym- 
pathy with the average yarn content 
method of levying duty as it is worded 
in the present law. He told a Timms 
reporter. yesterday that it would be 
ridiculed from one end of the country 
to the other when it was better under- 
steod, and that more protests would 
be filed under it than had been filed 
under any other schedule ever writ- 
ten into the tariff law. Under the pres- 
ent wording ot the law, he said, the 
cheaper and more widely used cloths 
are made to pay relatively higher duty 
than the fine goods that could be 
classed as luxuries. In many instances 
the average yarn content method of 
valuation puts a relatively lower duty 
on the cloths than on the yarns con- 
tained in them. te 

He pointed out also that the “ aver- 
age yarn” method was deceptive, | say- 
ing: ‘Take a cloth in which a No. 30 
and a No. 40 yarn have been used. The 
average yarn content would supposedly 
lie between those two numbers. It is 
possible, however, to get 
below 30 under the method of calcula- 
tion prescribed by the law.”

FREIGHT CAR SHORTAGE. 


Against 10,374 Idle Cars Oct. 1 Is 
6,048 Short Oct. 15. 


Yesterday’s fortnightly bulletin of the 
American Railway Association showed 
a shortage of freight cars for the first 


time in nearly a year. Against a net! 
surplus of 10,374 idle cars on Oct. 1, 
there was a shortage of 6,048 on Oct. 15. 
Last year a shortage appeared first on 
Sept. 12, the height of the season being 
reached on Nov. 7. 

Idle cars did not begin to accumulate 
again until the period covered by the 
statement of Dec. 81. The railroads 
do not look for a condition as serious 
this year, owing to the smaller grain 
crop and the acquisition of a large 
amount of new equipMent in thé last 
few months.

WILL STUDY PRICE FIXING. 


Secretary Redfleld Not Sure Su- 
preme Court Decision Is Wise. 


LANSING, Mich., Oct. 23.—‘‘ The de- 
partment of Commerce will conduct an 
inquiry the coming year into the fixing 
of retail prices by manufacturers, if 
sufficient funds are available,” saia2 
Secretary Redfield, addressing the Lan- 
sing Board of Commerce this afternoon. 
“The decision of the Supreme Court 
holding it to be unlawful for manu- 
facturers to fix retail prices settles the 
present law, but the wisdom or vun- 
wisdom of the law and the economic 
profit or loss by the practice are not 
yet settled. There are men who are sin- 
cere foes of monopoly and who incline 
to the belief that, under economic laws, 
which are greater than statutes, the 
broad prohibition of the right to fix re- 
tail prices by manufacturers tends to 
create monopoly, instead of being a 
movement toward rellef from monopoly. 

“There is no thought of questioning 
the decision. It is the law of the 
land, and as such it is bound in letter 
ond spirit to be accepted and obeyed. 
For the guidance, however, of future 
legislation on this important subject 
it is desirable that the economic ques- 
tion be worked out.” 


CONSULAR TRADE NOTES. 


A large New York importer of cocoanuts 
has purchased for $50,000 several small plan- 
tations in Panama, totaling 5,000 acres, with 
twenty-six miles of beach frontage, about 
seventy miles from Colon, in the direction of 
Bocas del Toro, but in Colon Province. 


The exports from Nantes, France, to the 
United States, recovered somewhat In 1912 
from the decrease experienced in 1911, rising 
from $680,391 to $781,873, but were still below 
the totals for 1909 and 1910. In each of those 
vears the exports aggregated more than $900,- 
000 in value. 


The declared value of the exports from 
the Santiago consular district to the United 
States in 1912 was $32,934,981, against $20,- 
141,134 in 1911. This increase is attributable 
mainly to the increased output of iron ore 
to the largest sugar crop ever produced in 
the district. 


BUSINESS NOTES. 


Willet & Gray report the sugar movement 
at United States Atlantic ports last week as 
follows: Receipts, 18,794 tons, against 17,- 
362 tons for the previous week and 49,764 
tons last year; meltings, 30,000 tons, against 
20,000 and 80,000 tons, respectively; total 
stock, 170,074 tons, against 181,280 and 116,- 
975 tons, respectively. 

Prices asked for better grades of olive oil 
have advanced here, and there is little stock 
left in the market. Although new crop oil 
will reach here by Jan. 1, the early shipments 
will not be of particularly good quality, be- 
cause of the time required for the oll to 
mature fully, 

A conference of collectors of customs will 
be held in the local Custom House on Nov. 3.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Platinum Apparatus Gains Free En- 
try, Although Not of Pure Metal. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers yesterday decided that para- 
graph 653, Tariff Act of 1909, which 
grants free entry to apparatus, vessels, 


and parts made of platinum, for chem- 
ical uses, includes all such articles in 
chief value of that metal, as well as 
those composed wholly of it. The mer- 
chandise was imported by the Roessler 
& Hasslacher Chemical Company, to be 
used in decomposing and burning off 
nitrous acid gases produced in the 
manufacture of metal salts. Collector 
Mitchel held that as the apparatus was 
85 per. cent. platinum, it was_dutiable 
act 45 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 199, as manufactures of metal. 
Oelrichs & Co .protested against the 
reappraisement made by the Board of 
Reappraisement, on the ground that 
ne samples were before the members of 
the Board. The General Board held 
that the importers failed to show the 
absence of samples, and affirmed the 
decision of the Reappraisement Divis- 
ion. Thomas Kenworth’s Sons, Phila- 
dGelphia, also vainly contended that a 
reappraisement was illegal because the 
Collector instituted the proceedings 
under instructions from the Secretary 
of the Treasury.

Stocks Lose Another Part of 
Their Gains Made Earlier 
in the Week. 


A further decline in prices of securi- 
ties dealt in on the New York Stock Ex- 
change yesterday nearly completed the 
extinguishment of the large gains scored 
on Tuesday. Again the volume of sales 
was so limited as to indicate very few 
orders originating outside of the finan- 
cial district, and the fluctuations in 
prices were not in accord with the day's 
news, most of which was rather favor- 
able. The market opened with general 
declines, enjoyed a faint rally and 
closed with fresh recessions which left 
most issues with losses averaging about 
one-half point. Steel was very active 
throughout the session and closed at 
56%, with a net loss of 1%. Despite 
rumors that the forthcoming unfilled 
tonnage statement will show a very 
favorable condition in the trade, Steel’3 
weakness in the last two days has 
wiped out all but one-half point of the 
advance of three points made Tuesday. 
Union Pacific broke through 150 again, 
but closed at % above that price, with 
a loss of 1%. New Haven touched Still 
another new low level, declining to 82 
on the definite assurance that the pres- 
ent dividend of 6 per cent. cannot be 
maintained after this quarter. Pennsyl- 
vania, which has a large New Haven 
interest, was sympathetically weak, 
making a new low level for this move- 
ment at 108%. Southern Pacific de- 
clined a point. 

Although financial circles had been 
awaiting with a good deal of interest 
yesterday’s action by the Bank of Eng- 
land, the decision to keep the rate un- 
changed at 5 per cent. appeared to have 
no helpful influence on this side. The 
Bank of England reported yesterday 
an increase in gold for the week of 
more than $4,000,000, making its propor- 
tion of reserve to liabilities 56.25 per 
cent., against 54.30 per cent. last week 
and 79 per cent. the week before. 
The fortnightly bulletin of the Ameri- 
can Railway Association showed about 
the expected diminution in the number 
of freight cars out of use; the surplus 
of 10,374 on Oct, 1 was reduced to a 
shortage of 6,048 on Oct. 15. 

Much less attention is being given to 
the returning strength of Government 
bonds than was attracted by their weak- 
ness at an earlier stage of the currency 
discussion. The 2 per cents. sold yes- 
terday at 9714, a full three points ove 
the lowest eke made a few weeks ago. 
While the differences of opinion over 
the most desirable form of a new cur- 
rency measure are still rather wide 
among legislators and bankers, it ap- 
pears more and more likely that a com- 
promise can be reached without serlous- 
ly interfering with the efficiency of the 
reform as finally decided upon. Call 
money was somewhat easier yesterday, 
most loans being made at 3 per cent., 
which was the top price for the day.

His refusal to accept the 
$150,000 five-year retainer voted him by 
the Directoys was hailed by stockhold- 
ers as being the most graceful act of his 
career, Hven Mr, Mellen’s enemies ad-

Bankers who put out extensive loans in 
the South to finance the cotton crop say 
that the obligations are being paid off at 
an unusually rapid rate and at an ear- 
lier period of the year than is custom- 
ary.

The bankers down South pay the Treas- 
ury 2 per cent. on the special borrow- 
ings, while the charges for New Vork 
funds are something more than that. 
The Treasury money need not be re- 
turned until along toward February, and 
at the rate cotton is being disposed. of by 
the growers the banks will be in funds 
before they need to liquidate their loans 
at Washington.

Now—A Jersey Speed Trap— 
S. A. E. Talk on Cycle Cars. 


Improvement is noticeable in the con- 
dition of the Albany Post Road, the 
main artery of motor travel on the east 
bank of the Hudson between New York 
and the State capital. The Touring De- 
partment of the Automobile Club of 
America reports that the surface is now 
in good condition for the most part and 
that not many stiff grades will be en- 
countered. Through Yonkers, Dobbs 
Ferry, Irvington, Tarrytown, Ossining, 
and Peekskill satisfactory going will be 
found over Broadway. North of Peek- 
skill there is a two-mile stretch which 
is rough, followed by good State road 
through Fishkill Village and as far as 
Poughkeepsie. 

Good macadam road will then be found 
through Hyde Park, Rhinebeck, Red 
Hook, Blue Store, Livingston, and Hud- 
son to Stottville. At this point a detour 
is necessary to Stuyvesant Falls. This 
lies over dirt roads in very good condi- 
tion, save for a mile north of Stott- 
ville, where the surface is uneven and 
full of holes. On to Kinderhook good 
mecadam will be found, and from that 
point to Valate the road is under con- 
struction.

QUICKLY FOUND HERE 


Bill Charging Conspiracy Re- 
turned Against Fugitive and 
Four Alleged Aids. 


JEROME EXPECTS VICTORY 


Granting of Extradition by Felker 
Expected, Moving Case to Federal 
Courts—File Indictment Monday. 


Harry K. Thaw and four of the men 
who, it is alleged, aided ‘nim in making 
his escape from Matteawan on Aug. 1%, | 
were indicted on the charge of con- 
gspiracy yesterday afternoon by the 
Grand Jury of the Criminal Branch of | 
the Supreme Court of New York Coun-} 
ty. The Grand Jury began its delibera- | 
tions on the Thaw case at 11:15 o’clock 
an the morning and returned a.true bill | 
one hour and forty-three minutes later. 
William Travers Jerome, who was in} 
charge of the investigation as a Special | 
Deputy Attorney General, devoted tae 
rest of the afternoon to the task of ob- 
taining exemplified copies of the indict- | 
ment. He said that he would leave the, 
city at once for Concord, N. H., where | 
Thaw is now being held, and w ould file | 
@ copy of the indictment with Gov. 
Samuel D. Felker of that State on Mon- 
day, the date set by the Governor for] 
the filing of additional evidence by Mr. 
Jerome. 

Now that he ‘nas his indictment, Mr. | 
Jerome will request immediate action | 
and fight against the granting of a fur- | 
ther delay to Thaw’s counsel. If Gov. | 
Felker decides to extradite, as it is gen- | 
erally believed he will, Thaw’s case will} 
be transferred to the District Court in 
New Hampshire, which granted Thaw a 
writ of habeas corpus shortly after his 
arrest in Colebrook, N. H. If he loses 
fin the Federal courts Thaw will be re- 
turned to New York State.

He was} 
then questioned about the fact that the 
Mame of ‘“ the man higher up” did not 
appear in the indictment, although he 
had told Gov. Felker that the indict- 
ment alleged to have been found by the 
Dutchess County Grand Jury had been 
held up so that he could get evidence 
against a new figure in the case.

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in connection with Thaw’s escape?’ he 
was asked. 

“TI must refuse to discuss: that ques- 
tion,” Jerome replied. 

Justice Gavegan, to whoim the blanket 
indictment was returned yesterday aft- 
| ernoon, immediately issued bench war- 
rants for the arrests cf the persons 
named. These were. turned over to 
Lieut. Edward Raynes, in charge of the 
District Attorney’s staff of detectives. 
Deputy Police Commissioner Dougherty, 
it is understood, will take direct charge 
of the search for the men believed to 
be in or near New York. It was inti- 
mated that ex-Assemblyman Butler was 
being watched, and that he would be 
in custody within twenty-four houyrs. 

Mr. Jerome. himself was surprised by 
the alacrity with which the Grand Jury 
acted in the case. He was prepared to 
swear nearly twoscore witnesses and 
seventeen were called before the 
indictment was returned. Even How- 
ard H. Barnum, the gate keeper at Mat- 
teawan, who was on guard when Thaw 
escaped, was not called. 

District Attorney Whitman failed to 
take any part in the proceedings except 
to introduce Mr. Jerome to the+Grand 
Jurymen as the representative of the 
Attorney General. The appointment of 
Jerome made it unnecessary for Mr. 


| Whitman to certify to the indictment, 


that duty falling on Jerome. One of the 
things he had to swear to was that he 
was convinced a conviction in New York 
County could be obtained, and that the 
county was willing to foot the bill of 
| expenses. 

Dr. Raymond Kieb, Superintendent of 
Matteawan, was the first witness, and 
the other witnesses included John Col- 
lins, owner of the automobile in which

“The finding of an indictment. can't 
affect Mr. Thaw’s case. The question 
is, ‘Was he charged with crime?’ It 
makes no. difference whether the

or an indictment. We have held from} 
the first that Thaw as an insane man 
could not be charged with crime.’ 

The writ of habeas corpus issued by| 
Federal Judge Edgar Aldrich of Little- 
ton, N. H., was sued out on the grounds 
that Thaw was then being illegally de- 
tained on the charge of conspiracy, and 
bears no direct relation to the extradi- 
tian proceedings before the Governor. 
If Mr. Felker decides to extradite, that 
phase of the question will be ended. 

The New Hampshire district court will 
then be asked to decide whether Thaw 
was illegally detained there for conspir- 
acy. If it decides for Thaw, the fugi- 
tive will be freed and New York State 
cannot touch him. If it decides against 
Thaw, his attorneys have said they will 
attempt to carry the case by appeal 
to the United States Supreme Court. 


LOOK FOR EXTRADITION. 


Felker Believed to be Ready to 
Grant It Because of Indictment. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CONCORD, N. H., Oct. 23.—The 
Thaw counsel are unanimous in their 
cpinion that the finding of an indict- 
ment against Thaw in New York Coun- 
ty this afternoon will prolong the case 
indefinitely, and that it has opened up 
an entirely new field. Both Merrill 
Howe state that 
their next step will depend largely upon 
the attitude of Jerome.
